And what is wortt of all,and very ftrange 
to imagine ; all this comes from E NG- 
LAN D, printed in England, diligently 
fent from hence to Scotland, to be fpread 
there among the poor People, to amufe and 
diftraét them, and to ripen them for that 
Diforder they hope to bring them into. 

’Tis indeed veryhard, that there fhould 
be found in England fuch Traytors to her 
own Character, to reprefent her in fuch a 

villainous 
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villainous Manners and letno Man blame 
me for laying opena Party, who on all Oc- 
cafions feek our Confafions, when fuch In- 
ftances are to be given, which few Nations 
in the World can parallel. Men (that live 
on the Bounty and Fruitfulnefs of the beft 
Country in the World, enjoy the greateft 
Liberties and Privileges of any People ia 
the World, as appears by their remainin, 
unpunifbed, are govern’d by the gentle: 
and tendereft Sovereign in the World. 
If itbe faid, the Auchors are not Na 
tives of England, but of Scotland, 1 muft 
anfwer 3 Firft, 1 believe that is not Faét, 
for that I know, fome Englifh are at the 
bottom of it all. Secondly, if they are not, 
the other are ftill the more inexcufabte, 
fince "tis own’d, they live under the In- 
fluence of England, eat her Bread, and en- 
py there the fame Privileges and Proteétion 
with the Subjeéts of England. This there- 
fore is adding Ingratitude to their other 
Crime, and returning ill for‘that good they 
receive there. 

Tis véry-hard for England to be thus 
treated by Vipersharbour'd in her Bofom, 
to whom fhe is kind and courteous, and 
trom whom fuch Treatment has not been 
deferved by her 3 and to which I hope, fhe 
may in time come to make the Return it 
deferves.
